The examiner's position in the final rejetion is that the Morita et al reference is relied upon for teaching fo the continuously recording in 
both the land and groove sections of an optical disc. The primary reference to JP 4-141 827 discloses the ability of the setting/testing of 
calibration parameters - power. The examiner then concludes that the combination of reference would render the claimed invention 
obvious because one would be able to set/vary/test the system paraments (power/intensity) upon the completion of the continuous 
recording in the land and groove segments as opposed to the primary reference which sets/controls/varies this parameter at the end of 
each (land or groove) recording. This ability reduces the amount of time/delay interruptions by permitting a continuous recording 
(land/groove)mode. . 
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
